MOSCOW, Oct. 7—The Red Army 
is massing troops, tanks, cavalry 
and big guns along the 160-mile 
stretch of the middle Dnieper be- 
tween Kiev and Kremenchug in ap- 
parent preparation for a full-scale 
assault on the German defence line, 
front dispatches said today. 

The concentration of Russian 
strength along the river was ac- 
companied by intense artillery 
duels in which each side sought to 
weaken the enemy positions along 
the most formidable water barrier 
east of Poland and the Balkans, 

The newspaper Komsomolskaya 
Pravda said Soviet units of all cate- 
gories were pouring westward to the 
Dnieper, and shelling had become 
especially intense a third of the way 
from Kiev to Kremenchug. 

RIVER SWOLLEN 

Newspapers published pictures of 
the Dnieper at Kremenchug show- 
ing that the Russians held a com- 
manding view of the west bank. 
The river appeared to be swollen 
by heavy rain, 

Dispatches said that behind the 
Kremenchug-Kiev stretch of the 
Dnieper the countryside was dotted 
with markers indicating the sites of 
destroyed villages.

Said on Wholesale Scale

LONDON, Oct. 7. — Reports 
reaching London today said the 
Germans have embarked on an 
unparalleled campaign of looting 
in Rome, confiscating priceless 
paintings, manuscripts and other 
art treasures, as Allied armies 
draw nearer the Italian capital 

Special Nazi squads were said 
to be stripping Roman palaces, 
museums and private houses of 
masterpieces on a scale dwarfing 
their sacking of Paris and War- 
saw. The London Daily Mirror 
reported that severai trains laden 
with pictures, books, manuseripts 
and statuettes already have left 
for Berlin. Some, however, were 
derailed and burned by sabot- 
curs, 

Reichsmarshal Hermann Goer- 
ing frequently has drafted minute 
lists of valuable art for transfer 
to Germany as soon as occupa- 
tion of an historic city is com- 
pleted and Rome contains some 
of the richest tré@asures in ihe 
world. 

First reports indicated that the 
Nazi looting was confined to the 


Italian part of Rome. Vatican 
City apparently has not been 
touched, but a Daily Mail dis- 


patch from Madrid said Vatican 
authorities feared that Pope Pius 
XII might be carried off as a 
hostage. 

In documents 
nuncios throughout the world, 
the Pope has declared that he 
never would leave the Vatican 
voluntarily, but only as a pris- 
oner, The Daily Mail said. In the 
event the Germans report he has 
taken up residence outside the 
Vatican to insure his personal 
safety, the nuncios have been in- 
structed to present the documents 
to the governments to which they 
have been accredited.

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On the Way 


The last of the Nazi forces have been 
killed, captured or chased out of Corsica, 
and that island is now completely under 
Allied control, with the Fighting French 
in occupation. Another area of French 
territory has thus passed from enemy 
hands and been restored to French rule, 
largely through the valor of Frenchmen. 

The island is militarily more important 
because of its location than because of its 
Size or resources. It is an admirable base 
for air, sea and amphibious attacks upon 
enemy occupation forces alike in northern 
Italy and in southern France. Leghorn is 
only 70 miles away and Marseilles less than 
150. That Corsica will play a large part 
in Allied operations against Rommel's Ital- 
jan stronghold is certain, as also in clear- 
ing Vichy France of the Hitlerites foreign 
and native. 

To De Gaule and Giraud the freeing of 
the island must be gratifying, marking as 
it does the first direct step toward the in- 
vasion and liberation of the homeland. 
French patriots all over the world, and in 
particular those who are still under the 
Nazi heel, will be cheered by this victory 
for they can see in it the promise that 
France will be restored to freedom and 
prestige. 


. 
A Change of Emphasis 


Deferments of military service have 
been granted to 15,000 or more farm work- 
ers in Alberta in order that they can con- 
tinue the production of food and other 
farm supplies. Corresponding action is 
being taken in other provinces. It is dic- 
tated by the necessity of keeping this 
branch of production going at top speed. 
And, fortunately, is permitted by a lessen- 
ing of the danger that defence forces may 
be needed to repel an invasion of the coun- 
try—a possibility by no means imaginary a 
few months ago. 

Invasion from Europe is now out of the 
question, while Tokyo is contracting rather 
than expanding its field of military opera- 
tions. The urgency of calling all fit men 
of the prescribed ages for training 1s thus 
eased, while the need of food supplies is 
growing as the war operations expand and 
as the people in former enemy-held terri- 
tory look to the Allies to save them from 
hunger. 

This change in the war situation is the 
justification for slowing down the diver- 
sion of men from farm work to military 
service in Canada. Deferment does not of 
course mean exemption. It is possible that 
an unexpected turn in the tide will compel 
another reversal of policy and that the em- 
phasis will again have to be placed on get- 
ting men into uniform at whatever cost in 
lessened production. 

But for the time Canada and its Allies 
need food more than they need increased 
home defence forces in the Dominion. The 
deferments granted to farm workers are in 
jine with this need. = 


Vandalism at Naples 


“See Naples and die” must have a grim 
new meaning for Italians as they look over 
the ruins of what has for ages been the 
pride of their country. If some of them 
feel like dying of remorse as they survey 
the wreckage that is not strange. The 
havoc of war was bound to’ leave deep 
scars on the beautiful’ city, but to the in- 
evitable damage from shot and shell was 
added wanton destruction carried out by 
the Nazis in the spirit of sheer vandalism 
and on a wholesale plan. This to Italians 
must be the most lamentable feature of the 
city’s fate, for it is the handiwork of those 
with whom they were leagued in the con- 
spiracy of aggression. In Naples they will 
See one result of their own participation in 
the Axis plot, and the deep hatred also of 
their ¢o-partners in the villainous enter- 
prise. 

The broad significance of the carnival 
of destruction in which Kesselring's forces 
indulged on the eve of their departure 1s 
that the Nazi impulse to ruin what he can- 
not rule is unabated. What did ir 
Naples, it has to be expected the Fuehrer's 
retreating forces wil! do in every city they 
are compelled to evacuate on every front 
Defeat shows no chastening influence upon 
them, and even prudence has more 
meaning than when they were advancing 
in full career through Poland and the Low 
Countries and France and Russia. 

Do sober-minded Germans back home 
never wonder whether retribution will not 
come upon them for the needless and 
purposeless destruction which their sol- 
diers are visiting upon other countries? 
Or are they trusting that should the Allies 
invade Germany they will forget these 
crimes and spare centres and structures 
wbout which clusters the age-old pride of 
the German people?

Allied Unity at Stake 


As things are shaping Nazi Germany 
is apparently heading for an attempt to 
fight a drawn battle and secure a nego- 
tiated treaty. The bounds of the Hitler 
empire are contracting under pressure 
but also to some extent, it seems fairly 
clear, under orders from Berlin, Admit- 
ting to the full the fury of the Russian 
offensive, the Axis forces in the east have 
not been fighting as they were a year ago 
In the south Kesselring is obviously trying

So far as strategy is a factor in these 
operations, the aim patently is to draw in 
the eneray forces and establish Germany 
and a fringe of surrounding territory as a 
central fortress, in whose defence the 
whole Nazi army and air force would be 
arrayed. And there are indications that 
strategy is a considerable factor in the 
matter. 

This prospective situation is the most 
immediate reason for the conference at 
which President Roosevelt and Mr. Church- 
ill are expected to meet Marshal Stalin. 
What are the Allies to reply when Berlin 
proposes to stop fighting and make peace? 
That is a question to which the answer 
should be decided in advance. So far as 
the United States and Britain are con- 
cerned “unconditional surrender” has been 
declared the only road to peace for Nazi 
Germany, as for Fascist Italy and Japan, 
But Russia has been less definite on the 
subject, enough indefinite to give the 
Hitlerites some ground to think it would 
be somewhat less exacting. 

This seeming difference in Allied views 
and aims will not have gone unnoticed by 
the Prussian militarists, whose standing 
object is and always has been to keep war 
out of Germany. They will if they can’ 
create a cleavage between Russia and its 
Allies along that line, in hope of again 
escaping the fate they have twice earned. 
The coming conference will decide whether 
the war-makers are to have this chance to 
play off Russia against its western asso- 
ciates, or whether they are to confront a 
unanimous demand for unconditional sur- 
render.

Hopping from Foggia to Termoli on the 
Adriatic coast, Montgomery's Eighth 
Army gained a position due east of Rome 
and 50 miles north of the Volturno river, 
where the retreating Nazi forces were ex- 
pected to make their stand against the 
Fifth Army advancing north along the 
western shore.

When the Germans attacked Rus- 
sia this time, everybody hoped for 
a long Russian stand, although 
“well-informed” military circles in 
Washington estimated it as six 
weeks. It was considered over-opti- 
mistie by many when President 
Roosevelt predicted in the winter 
of 1941 that the Russians still would 
be fighting in the summer of 1942. 

Gradually official opinion 
changed to recognizing that the 
Russians would be among the victor 
nations, but still on the assumption 
that they would play a minor role. 
The most that was hoped for was 
see-saw and stalemate, with the 
western powers again striking the 
final decision. 

Now the political and military 
crisis that this column has been 
predicting for three months is clear. 

The assumption has been false. 


Up to the end of this war the 
Russian army will be the strong- 
est army of the Allies and after 
the war it will be the strongest on 
the Eurasian continent. 


This is a fact. Our liking it or not 
liking it is immaterial. It is a fact 
that must be taken into account in 
both our military and political 
strategy. 

It undoubtedly accounts for the 
desire to shift General George C. 
Marshall from the position as chief 
of staff, which he so ably fills, to 
commander of all European oper- 
ations. For we must speed up those 
operations, 

The question of whether the Ger- 
}mans are retreating voluntarily 
| from Russia or being beaten is ir- 
relevant. They were on the offen- 
| sive in Russia until July 12, two 
| days after our landing in Sicily. The 
| German concept was obviously to 
deal a knockout blow to the Russ- 

ians before the European theatre 
| became menacing. They failed; they 
were beaten; and they have lost the 
| Russian war already. They did not 
| attack Russia in order to hold a 

Leningrad-Odessa line centred in 

the Pripet Marshes. They fought to 
win grain and oil and drive Russia 
| out of Europe into Asia and no Ger- 
| man now believes it can be done 
| But, furthermore, it is due to this 
false military assumption that our 
post-war reconstruction plans for 
Europe are quite worthless. We 
need to begin to plan again from 
Scratch, and to begin quickly.

through Georgia for inspection of 
State buildings.

“My husband has been wonder- 
ful.”

from Texas, a ruby from North 


Carolina, a sapphire from Montana, 
a benitoite ‘a natural gem stone 
of sapphire hue) and a hiddenite (a 
yellowish green) Mrs. Hinton 
bought some and prospected for 
othérs in Colorado and North Caro 
lina. But she hasn't yet acquired her 
favorite stone —an alexandrite, 
which she says is emerald green by 
day and amethyst mauve by night 

In working with her stones, Mrs 
Hinton felt the need of a gauge to 
the color of her dia- 
monds, which she says, come in 
more than 200 shades. So she de- 
veloped one herself. It is a flat 
white metal plaque with diamonds | 


embedded down the centre The | 
stones range from white with a 
bluish lustre to canary yellow

No matter how often mothers are 
reminded that teething is a natura: 
process and should be no more up

length fo bones or fat to padsthem, | 


a mother invariably states, “He 
doesn't sleep so well and I think 
it's his teeth.” or “He's been so 
cranky and | think his teeth are! 


bothering him.” 

The safest course is to forget 
teeth and try to find the real vil 
lain somewhere else. For it should 
be taken for granted that if the 
baby gets all the nourishment to 
provide for his body needs, his 
teeth will appear at stated inter- 
vals without signs or symptoms of 
their coming, This means, that in 
addition to good food, the child 
will get sufficient vitamin OD in 
some form by which aid the min- 
erals in the diet can be stored eco- 
nomically in bones, teeth and ner- | 
vous system, 

The times at which teeth first ap- | 
pear vary from five to about nine 
months, with nothing to worry about 
in either case. Only when teeth are 
unusually late in appearing should 
one be suspicious that the diet is at 
fault. Instead of Mlaming teeth for 
the child's unhappy disposition, or 
his inability to sleep, better shoot |
